Assets of 
$10 Million

PALM BEACH, Fla. (AP)- 


President-elect John F. Kennedy 
appears to have investment assets 
valued at perhaps up to $10 mil- 
lion. 


This was indicated Thursday 


night when it was disclosed thai 
Kennedy has converled all of his 
investments over which he had 
control into government bonds- 
federal, stale and municipal. 


Pierre Salinger, his press sec- 


retary, told newsmen in response 
to questions thai Ihe president-- 
elect's, total holdings now consist 
of such bonds, plus the houses he 
owns in Washington and at Hyan- 
nis Port, Mass., and three trust 
funds set up for him and his 
brothers and sisters by their fa- 
ther, Joseph P. Kennedy.
